What is Treason?—Who 
are Traitors? 


Two generations have elapsed 


home to the public mind an active 
sentiment of what constitutes trea- | 
son, and who are traitors; and living 
undera free government,about which 
every citizen is at liberty tosay what 
he pleases, when he pleases and 
where he pleases, the treason at 
Harper’s Ferry fell at first upon a 
blunted sense in the public mind as 
to what that heinous crime against 
the highest interests of society real- 
ly is. 

But the people are beginning to 
awaken to a sense of the true depth 
and bearing of the treasonable aboli- 
tion conspiracy and invasion of Brown 
and his Northern co-traitors, and look 
to the administration of Mr. Buchan- 
an to defend the principles of socie- 
ty, and the very foundations of gov- 
ernment among us, by bringing eve- 
ry one of the parties implicated to 
the bar of justice.
